1 . A laminate comprising a printed layer, a transparent 
Ikermoplastic polyurethane layer and a layer forming a substrate of a 
the>moplastic material wherein the printed layer is interposed between the 
layer\rming a substrate and the polyurethane layer. 

X The laminate according to ClairrM^wherein the printed layer 
contains ^high-temperature resistant colop^d ink. 

3 \ The laminate according to Claim^J^herein the thermoplastic 
material is at\ast one member selected from the group consisting of

4. The lamWe according to Claim iTyvherein the transparent 
thermoplastic polyurethane layer has a softening temperature (according 
toKofler)of 140 to 180°c\a Shore A hardness of 50 to 95, and thickness 

of at least 0.025 mm. \

intermediate layer of thermoplas\materiaHnterposed between said 
substrate and said printed layer, s^id intermediate layer comprising 
material that differs from the material 6f said substrate.
